Carib father that he inherited the qual­ 
ity of devotion w a s not apparent.

I Hiring the day w hen not at work or 
at drill they drank, sm oked, gam bled 
and fought at pleasure, although, as 
th e captain m ercilessly exercised them 
during long hours at the great guns 
aud ii itll sm all arm s, they did not have 
any too much leisure for play. 
D uring 
th e night they kept w atch and w atch , 
o f course, but in it all they took no 
care of the ship. and filth and dirt 
abounded, 
If they had anticipated a 
long erui e things would necessarily 
have been different, but as they had 
gone far to the southw ard now and 
m ight m ake a landfall at any m om ent 
there w as no n ecessity for la th erin g 
alroot mere cleanliness. 
M organ had 
not com m unicated his ultim ate pur­ 
poses to his men as yet. but as he w as 
tim only navigator on the ship he w as 
perforce allow ed to have his ow n w ay. 
B reak fast 
had 
been 
se r v e d — a 
m eager breakfast it w as. too. for all 
hands 
w ere on 
short allow an ce 
of 
everyth in g but spirits, on account o f 
th e unprovided sta te o f the ship. F or­ 
tu n ately for their contentm ent there 
w a s plenty of nun on I ward, 
T he men 
w ere congregated forw ard on tin* fo re­ 
castle or in the w aist, w rangling and 
arguing as usual. 
The officers gath ­ 
ered on the quarter deck, and M or­ 
gan paced the high raised pool* alone, 
overlooking them , w hen the lookout 
suddenly reported three sail In sight. 
T he h alf drunken sailor w ho had been 
sen t aloft at daybreak had kept n eg li­ 
gen t w atch, for alm ost as soon as he 
had m ade his report the ships w ere 
observed from the deck of the frigate. 
T he Mary R ose had tile w ind on her 
quarter, lier best point of sailing, and 
sh e w as covered w ith canvas from her 
trucks to her decks, fr un lier spritsail 
yard to hor h ere m izzen crossjack, a 
lateen vail. 
T he w ind w as light, but 
sh e w as m aking rapid progress tow ard 
the appro ’bing strangers, w ho, w ith 
their larboard tacks al ward, w ere b ea t­ 
ing lip toward the E nglish.

Oui* o f the plate shills from Porto 
B ello w a s due in this latitude about 
this time, a u l Morgan ins tantly sur­ 
m ised that tin* galleon w as sin* and 
that tho tw o others w ere Spanish frig ­ 
ates to give her sa fe convoy across 
the ocean, 
spain w as at peace w ith 
all tim world at that time, and the tw o 
frigates w ou’d have been 
am ple to 
w ard off the attack of any of the sm all 
piratical craft which had succeeded the 
buccaneer ships of the Caribbean. 
The 
Spaniards had no idea that such a vol 
titre as Morgan w as afloat; therefore, 
although they bad sighted the Mary 
H ose long before she had seen them , be­ 
cau se they kept better w atch, 
they 
cam e on fearlessly and without h esi­ 
tation. 
It w as e\ ident to the expel* 
eneed officers am ong them that the v e s­ 
sel w as an E nglish frigate, and as E n g­ 
land w as a country w ith w hich there 
w a s profound peace at the tim e they 
apprehended nothing.

B alfour of having violated his pledge 
not to deal w ith the subject of colonial 
preference w ithout first appealing to 
the country. 
A lfred L yttleton , secreta ry of state 
for the co lo n ies, w as put up to reply 
to the L iberal leader, but th e m em bers 
of the opposition shouted down his e v ­ 
ery attem pt to speak, even after the 
prem ier had dem anded a h ea lin g for 
the secretary. 
F in ally th e speaker, 
after he had exhausted every effort 
to quell th e turbulence, put into force 
for the first tim e a new rule em pow ­ 
ering him to adjourn the h ou se in the 
ca ses of great disorder. 
The deb ate w as m arked by scen es of 
the w ild est 
disorder. 
T he Liberal 
leader dem anded a plain answ er from 
Prem ier 
Balfour, and 
Alfred L yttel­ 
ton, secreta ry of state for the colonies, 
rose to reply. 
The m em bers of the 
oppoeltion drowned th e efforts of the 
secretary w ith cries of “ Balfour, B al­ 
four,” a fter continuing for about ten 
m inutes, 
Mr. 
L yttelton 
sat 
down. 
W inston C hurchill then attem pted to 
speak, but th e m in isteria lists drowned 
his efforts, th e N a tio n a lists joining In 
the din and shouting for th e police. 
A fter a num ber of m em bers had fa il­ 
ed to secu re a hearing, th e prem ier 
rose to a point of order and a tem ­ 
porary lull follow ed. 
Mr. B alfour said 
he th ou gh t it highly Im proper th at 
he should be im m ediately expected to 
follow th e leader of th e opposition. 
H e said he had n ever before known 
the opposition to refu se to hear a m in­ 
ister, and he insisted that the house 
should hear Secretary L yttelton , as 
oth erw ise th e dignity of th e house 
could not be m aintained, 
Mr. L yttel­ 
ton again m ade an attem pt to speak, 
but th e uproar w as resum ed. 
Finally 
th e sp eaker said it w as obvious that j 
the scen e could not continue, and he 
would th erefore adjourn th e house un­ 
der th e rule em pow ering th e speaker i 
to take such action in ca se s of grave 
disorder. 
T he speaker had been un- J 
able to secu re even a sem b lan ce of or­ 
der after how ls and counter how ls last­ 
ing over an hour. 
T he action o f the speak er and th e 
scen es in the house created a trem en­ 
dous sen sa tio n in the lobbies, which 
w ere crow ded with m em bers d iscu ss­ 
ing every phase of the e v en in g ’s o c­ 
currences, w hich w ere declared to be 
unprecedented. 
T he 
g a lleries 
w ere 
filled w ith peers and other d istin g u ish ­ 
ed persons w ho gathered In the hope 
of hearing an Interestin g d ebate on 
the fiscal question. 
T hey took part in 
the cries for their favorites, thu s add- I 
ing to th e din, and afterw ard Joined 
the excited crow ds in the lobbies. 
The L iberal leaders afterw ard held j 
a con ference and considered that a 
vote of censure on Prem ier Balfour 1 
w ill be m oved by Sir H enry Campbell- 
B annerm an.
